A FORMER nurse who was 
dismissed for allegedly 
racially abusing a colleague 
is working at a council - as an 
officer responsible for 
anti-social behavioural 
issues. 

Susan Horton was fired from 
Northamptonshire Health¬ 
care NHS Trust, which runs St 
Mary’s Hospital in Kettering 
and Berrywood Hospital in 
Northampton, after a series of 
racist allegations came to 
light. 

However, for the last year Ms 
Horton has been working at 
Wellingborough Council as a 
Community Safety Officer, 
which includes overseeing 
anti-social behaviour prob¬ 
lems, although the authority 
has defended her appoint¬ 
ment. 

Northamptonshire Health¬ 
care NHS Trust 

confirmed that Ms Horton 
was sacked in 2007 after the 
alleged abuse took place in 
the June of that year and 
referred her case to the 
Nursing and Midwifery 
Council (NMC). 



She faces a total of 77 
charges along with another 
nurse, Sarah Cullum, most of 
which relate to racism. 

A hearing at the NMC last 
month heard how Ms Horton 
called a black member of staff 
a ‘gorilla,’ ‘Scary Mary’ and in 
the presence of other mem¬ 
bers of staff said that two 
African nurses were ‘jabber¬ 
ing away in their gobbledy- 
gook.’ She is also alleged to 
have said “save the bananas 
for Mary” and would imper¬ 
sonate monkeys when speak¬ 
ing about the woman. 

The outcome of the hearing 
has been adjourned to a 
future date but in the mean¬ 
time Ms Horton has been 
employed by Wellingborough 
Council. 

On the authority’s website, 
residents are urged to contact 


Ms Horton if they have any 
issues with anti-social behav¬ 
iour - which includes ’behav¬ 
iour that causes harassment, 
alarm or distress to individu¬ 
als.’ 

One group has raised con¬ 
cerns about her being in a role 
where she could be working 
with people of different races. 

Chief Executive of 
Northamptonshire Rights and 
Equality Council, Anjona Roy, 
said: “Ms Horton could be 
responsible for dealing with 
someone who has been 
racially harassed. Are they 
going to feel that they can get 
the help they need if they 
know about these allegations 
against her?” 

“It wasn’t as if it was one or 
two cases in the heat of the 
moment. These allegations 
are about constant and 
endemic beliefs about people 
of different racial groups.” 

The council has defended 
her employment and said 
they have ‘reported nothing 
less than their fullest confi¬ 
dence in her conduct and 
performance.’ 

A spokesman said: “The 
Borough Council of 
Wellingborough is aware of 
the allegations that have been 
made against Susan Horton

Council to do what’s needed 
to chop ElOOm from budget

MORE than £100 million will 
have to be saved from 
Northamptonshire County 
Council’s budget in the next 
four years. 

And its leader, Councillor 
Jim Harker, is not ruling out 
‘any areas’ to make the cuts 
needed. 

In December, the authority 
will be publishing its first ever 
four year detailed budget plan 
to explain how it proposes to 
make these savings. 

This year, the council is on 
target to achieve the £69 m it 
needs to save but this new 
financial hole means there 
will be more cuts to come. 

Cllr Harker said: “It would be 
wrong to take it out of 
reserves. 

“We are not ruling out any 
areas and we have to do what 


we have to do. It is an 
unpleasant task and it is not 
what I came into local govern¬ 
ment for and it is not what we 
wanted to do when we took 
over. We have not got an alter¬ 
native. 

“It is a big challenge and we 
are not out of the woods. Over 
50 per cent of the county 
council expenditure goes on 
staff salary. If we make savings 


it will involve people at some 
point. In December for the 
first time we will be giving full 
details of budget proposals 
covering the next four years. 

“A huge amount of work is 
already well underway and 
colleagues in the cabinet and 
officers are meeting regularly 
to ensure in December we will 
be able to give a clear set of 
proposals detailing exactly 


how we will deliver our budg¬ 
et over the next four years.” 

Cllr Harker said one of the 
ways the council is looking to 
save money is by increasing 
its working with neighbouring 
authorities. 

This has already started with 
a new street lighting contract 
with Cambridgeshire County 
Council and now it is consid¬ 
ering a highways contract 
with Leicestershire County 
Council. 

Cabinet member for 
finance, Cllr Bill Parker added: 
“We have made some very 
painful decisions over this last 
year but we are well on 
target to delivering the most 
challenging budget we have 
ever set. 

“However, we now need to 
use the strong financial foun¬ 
dations we have laid down to 
rise to the challenges of the 
next four years.” 


Anger as library 
discussion held 
away from town 

A RESIDENT has complained after 
a discussion of the future of the 
county’s libraries was held away 
from Northampton. 

Northamptonshire’s County 
Council cabinet meeting was held 
in Silverstone to celebrate the 
circuit’s benefit to the local 
economy. 

However, the future of the 
county’s libraries was also 
discussed - at a location 
considered difficult for many 
residents to get to. 

A Library user, who did not want 
to be named, said in the letter to 
the council he believes the 
authority is trying to push cuts 
though the backdoor. 

He said: “I was shocked last 
Tuesday to discover via a third- 
party that the library cuts 
proposals are to be pushed 
through so quickly after the 
consultation has taken place. 

“I consider it inappropriate to 
hold a public meeting in a rural, 
remote location which is very 
difficult to access by the majority 
of the community, especially those 
who live in the north of the county 
and rely on public transport.” 

The letter says he believes that 
the meeting should have been held 
in Northampton, somewhere which 
is easy to access from any point in 
the county. 

A spokesman for Northampton¬ 
shire County Council said: “The 
cabinet meeting was held at 
Silverstone to celebrate the good 
work which has been carried out 
at the circuit in terms of driving 
forward the prosperity agenda for 
Northamptonshire. 

“One of the cabinet papers 
discussed the progress which has 
been made at the circuit largely as 
a result of the substantial 
investment by the county council. 

“It was also particularly apt that 
it was held there in the week of 
the announcement of the new 
Silverstone UTC.”

“We do not want to harm 
the public and we know 
that we can count on their 
support.

Dad defends son who 
hit him with hammer

A FATHER pleaded for leniency with a 
judge moments before his son was 
jailed - for attacking him with a lump 
hammer. 

Darren Thomas, 40, was imprisoned for 
hitting his father Stanley over the head 
with the tool while he slept on the sofa of 
their home in Far End, Northampton, on 
January 3 this year. 

Thomas, who has a history of mental 
health issues, had moved into his father’s 
home in December 2010 after he had 
problems with his benefits and was 
homeless. 

Piers Reed, prosecuting, said: “Stanley 
went to sleep on the sofa after feeling 
unwell at about 5pm. 

“He awoke 45 minutes later to a blow to 
the head which caused him serious harm 
and he saw the defendant standing over 
him with a lump hammer.” 

On Monday Northampton Crown Court 
heard how Thomas had taken the 
weapon from his father’s tool box before 
the attack which caused an L-shaped 



wound which required eight stitches. Mr 
Reed said: “After the attack the defendant 
walked to Wellingborough police station 


where he said he had just tried to kill his 
father, or words to that effect.” Before he 
was sentenced, after admitting causing 
grievous bodily harm with intent, the 
victim, Thomas’s father, took to the 
witness box to ask the judge for leniency 
and blamed his son’s mental health on 
cannabis. 

Stanley Thomas, 66, said: “Darren says 
things and he believes himself. 

“He tells lies and he believes them. 

“The wacky tobacco that he has been 
smoking has damaged his brain. 

“For some reason he has hit me over the 
head with the hammer. 

“I don’t hold any ill will to Darren 
because at the end of the day he is my 
son.” 

Sentencing Thomas to four years in 
prison, and an extra four years on 
licence, Judge Lynn Tayton QC ruled that 
he was not a risk to the wider public but 
only to his father. 

She said: “You are a serious risk to your 
father as you caused significant harm to 
him but the best way to protect him is not 
by a public protection order but by an 
extended sentence.”

Look at lights again when clocks go back 


THE clocks go back in just 
over two weeks time.

Tories wont be turned on street lamps 


I WAS raised to give everyone 
the benefit of the doubt and 
to avoid sweeping generali¬ 
sations.

Surely, it was argued, these 
people have the right to feel 
safe and unafraid. 

Councillors reported being 
invited to review meetings 
with only 24 hours notice. 

Richard Church quite 
correctly pointed out that 
this debate has taken place at 
a time when the full impact 


of these decisions will not be 
noticed. 

“Wait until October 30 
when the clocks go back,” he 
said. 

Jim Harker replied that the 
county council has no 
statutory obligation to 
provide street lights. 

Another Tory councillor 
pointed out that in the 
villages he represents parish 
councils pay for their own 
street lights. 

I reflected (unkindly) to 
myself, that this is perhaps 
because the occupants of 
many of these villagers are 
fortunate enough to have 
wealthy parish councils, 
unlike town dwellers, many 
of whom live in much less 
salubrious circumstances. 

It seemed to me that the 
Tories voted against a 
motion that in their hearts 
they must have known was 
right. 

And yet they have been 
voted into government to 
represent the people. 

All of the people. 

The message that they left 
me with that day was “To hell 
with the vulnerable and the 
old.”

A COUNCILLOR has spoken of 
his frustration after it took 
nearly a week to start proceed¬ 
ings to move a group of 
travellers who have set up camp 
behind a primary school.

Councillor David Mackintosh, 
who represents the area for both 
the borough and county council, 
said: “The travellers are still there 
in Ecton but they are going to be 
in court tomorrow. 

“It’s been really frustrating for 
both me and residents that 
nothing can be done sooner. 

“It is right next to a primary 
school and a sheltered housing 
complex which is causing all sorts 
of problems, particularly on the 
school run.” 


Five alcohol premises caught 
by cops selling drinks to teens 


POLICE found five premises 
selling alcohol to 15-year-old 
girls on a Friday night. 

Officers made test purchases 
in 12 off licences and pubs 
across Northampton using the 
teenagers. 

Off licences in the town centre 
and Duston, a pub in Semilong 
and a pub and a club in the town 
centre served them alcohol. 

The girls were asked for identi¬ 
fication at the remaining seven 
premises tested. 

As well as offences under the 
Licensing Act 2003 the Duston 
off licence has been reported to 
the UK Border Agency in respect 
of a person working in the shop. 

Sergeant Mark Worthington 
said: “This operation is part of 
our continual push to reduce 
underage drinking and selling 
to underage people. 


“It is disappointing that there 
were five sales, one of whom 
was the licensee, and we will 
continue to use all powers 
available to us to tackle this 
problem. 

“Enforcement activity will 
continue over the coming 
months and any repeat offend¬ 
ers could put their license at 
risk. 

“We encourage all members of 
the licensed trade to ask for ID 
and adopt Challenge 21 - if 
someone looks under 21 they 
have to prove they are over 18. 

“Alcohol can have serious 
harms to young people, not 
only in relation to the adverse 
effects on their health but it 
also leads to them becoming 
involved in anti-social behav¬ 
iour and criminal activity as 
either an offender or a victim.”

A separate gypsy site on 
Westgate industrial estate has 
now moved on to Brackmills and 
as they are on private land the 
county council has said it cannot 
get involved. 


Traffic delays 
as roads shut 
in leak scare 

ROUTES were closed near the 
village of Roade after a major gas 
leak. 

Emergency services were called 
because of the escaping gas at 
10am on Tuesday after a strong 
smell alerted people on the A508, 
at the junction with Courteenhall 
Road. 

A 150-metre cordon was placed 
around the site which was then 
investigated by National Grid. 

Roade was sealed off to traffic 
causing disruptions from the Ml, 
Courteenhall, Blisworth, Quinton 
and the Milton Keynes area. 

The roads were closed well into 
the afternoon and arrangements 
had to be made for children at 
schools and nurseries to be 
collected from rendezvous 
points. 

The gas leak presented no risk 
to the general public in terms of 
pollution.

THE lead singer of a rock band 
has spoken of his horror after he 
was imitated by an attempted 
murderer on Facebook. 

David Russell, 20, from Duston, 
Northampton, admitted to the 
kidnap and attempted murder of 
Maricar Benedicto, 19, from 
California, after he coaxed her to 
Harlestone Firs where tried to kill 
her on April 1. 

They had originally met on 
Facebook when Russell was using 
the pseudonym of Bring Me The 
Horizon’s lead singer Oliver 
Sykes, although his victim knew 
his real identity when they met. 

Russell asked Maricar to sit 
down on a tree trunk and said he 
was going to blindfold her 
because he was going to give her 
a gift. 

He then slit her throat, stabbed 
her four times, head-butted her 
and hit her with a log. 

Russell was sentenced to a 
minimum of 17 and a half years in 
prison last week at Northampton 
Crown Court. 

Oliver Sykes released a state¬ 
ment this week warning of the 
perils of meeting people over the 
internet after hearing the 
‘uncomfortable’ story. 



Mr Sykes said: “I woke up to the 
news in LA and didn’t really 
believe it at first. It’s very 
unsettling. 

“I’m aware that people have 
used my identity for pranks and 
whatever, which has always been 
something that’s been uncom¬ 
fortable for me, but for something 
like this to happen is terrifying. 

“My heart goes out to Maricar 
and hope she recovers soon. 

The singer has urged people to 
learn from the horrific crime and 
thinks social network users 
should be educated on the risks

“We are also looking at an area 
of land over the other side of the 
Abbey near the golf course. 

“It is just a case of finding an 
area of land where there can be a 
full size football pitch. 

“The pitch could be used by all 
age groups as there is nothing like 
this in Far Cotton. 

“Everybody wants the pitch and 
are eager to get it.”

Funding cuts prompt fears 
for equality group’s service

A RIGHTS and equality group are 
concerned Government cuts could 
mean that victims of discrimination 
aren’t able to get local support. 

Reductions to the Human Rights 
Commission will affect the service 
provided by Northamptonshire Rights 
and Equality Council which receives 
funds from organisations in order to 
provide support to those who are 
discriminated against. 

Instead the Government proposes a 
national telephone advice service. 

Tonight, the organisation is hosting a 
meeting with Phil Jew from the national 
advice umbrella organisation AdviceUK 


to raise awareness of the threats to the 
county scheme. 

Chief executive of Northamptonshire 
Rights and Equality Council, Anjona Roy, 
said: “People who experience discrimina¬ 
tion often need a lot of support to be able 
to challenge the injustice that they are 
facing. 

“Discrimination cases are very often 
long and complex and they need to have 
confidence that the advice that they are 
being given is from someone who knows 
all the details of their situation. 

“The proposals from the Government 
don’t come anywhere near delivering this 
and this is why we want people to know 
what is being planned.” 

The meeting is tonight at 7.30pm in the 
Victoria Centre in Wellingborough.

Son jailed for the 
murder of dad, 94

A WOMAN has spoken of her 
sadness and also the stress of 
caring for someone with 
dementia after her brother was 
sentenced to life in prison for the 
murder of their 94-year-old dad. 

John Zebedee, 55, from 
Waverley Way, Reading, was 
sentenced on Friday following a 
trial at Northampton Crown 
Court. 

Zebedee, who had beat and 
strangled his father who suffered 
from Alzheimer’s, had admitted 
killing him but denied his murder. 

He claimed to have little 
recollection of his actions in the 
early hours of February 25 when 
the body of Harry Zebedee was 
found in a cottage in Slapton, 
near Towcester. 

Zebedee told the court he killed 
his father after remembering 
abuse he had suffered by him 
when he was a young child and 
that this had impaired his ability 
to exercise control. 

No evidence could be found to 
corroborate this account. 

Helen Holland, daughter of the 
deceased and sister to the 



defendant, said: “We are deeply 
saddened by the awful events that 
occurred in the early hours of 
February 25, 2011 when we lost 
my father. 

“We hope that in some way our 
experiences may increase aware¬ 
ness of the extreme pressure and 
stress that a family faces when 
caring for a loved one suffering 
from dementia. 

“The family would like to 
sincerely thank the police who 


provided so much support 
especially in the days immediate¬ 
ly after my father’s death. 

“Our thanks also go to Judge 
Wide, barristers, solicitors and 
other members of the team in the 
court for their constant care and 
high professional standards.” 

Detective Sergeant Linzi Reid, 
leading the investigation, said: 
“This was a very sad and tragic 
case of a defenceless and frail old 
man being attacked by someone 
he trusted in what was a 
sustained and violent assault. 

“It was the brutal murder of a 
fragile man by his son, there can 
be no winners in a case like this. 

“This has been a complex case 
to pursue and the verdict and 
sentence will undoubtedly be a 
difficult one for the family. I am 
thankful for the family’s coopera¬ 
tion throughout this investiga¬ 
tion. 

“I am satisfied with the outcome 
in court.” 

The jury returned their guilty 
verdict on Friday and the judge 
handed a sentence of life impris¬ 
onment, with a minimum term of 
14 years less time served while on 
remand, before he can be 
considered eligible for parole.

SILVERSTONE has got the green light to 
set up a brand new hi-tech college. 

The Government announced that the 
race track will become one of 13 
University Technical Colleges (UTC) and 
will specialise in motor engineering. 

The Silverstone UTC is to open in 2013 
in partnership with the University of 
Northampton and a range of local 
companies and has been set up alongside 
the Baker Dearing Educational Trust 
(BDT) and the Government. The college 
will hold 600 to 800 teenage students. 

Lord Kenneth Baker, co-founder of BDT, 
said: “The Silverstone UTC has been 
developed by people with passion and 
vision. 

“Thanks to them, thousands of young 
people will have the chance to combine 
outstanding hands-on learning with an 
excellent academic education, leading to 
unrivalled career opportunities. 

“We look forward to taking this project 
forward, as well as supporting and 
encouraging the next round of new 
applications planned for Spring 2012.” 

Education bosses at Northamptonshire 
County Council have warmly welcomed 
the plans. 

The authority played a pivotal role in 
securing the new college with work 
including a special meeting between 
cabinet members and the national 
pioneer of the scheme and Lord Baker to 
argue for a college at Silverstone. 

Council leader Councillor Jim Harker 



SILVERSTONE 

said: “This decision is an immediate pay¬ 
back for our confidence in Silverstone 
itself. 

“There is little doubt that had the coun¬ 
ty council not decided to invest in 
Silverstone 18 months ago we would not 
have been having the announcement of a 
Silverstone UTC. 

“It is clearly wonderful news for 
Northamptonshire. 

“Having the right skills available in the 
county is crucial to our economic growth 
and our ability to retain and attract 
employers and the announcement really 
underlines our status as being a global 
centre for motorsports. 

“The fact that once again the 
Government has chosen 

Northamptonshire as a venue for one of 
its flagship schemes just shows the confi¬ 
dence they have in our county and the 
opportunities this will provide our young 
people is hard to over-state. This is truly 
excellent news.”

Tagg calls end to County innings 


Johnson keen 
to bring his 
flair players 
out of their 
shells at Vale

MARK Tagg will leave his position as 
chief executive of Northants Cricket 
at the end of this month after eight 
years in the position after the club 
accepted his resignation. 

Tagg took over from Stephen 
Coverdale and in recent years has 
overseen the development of the 
County Ground, including the 
permanent floodlights. 

It has been a challenging period 
for the former Worcestershire 
director of finance, with money 
being tight for all 18 first class 
counties - particularly the non-Test 
Match venues. 

However, Northamptonshire have 


enjoyed relative stability during 
Tagg’s time in charge and he now 
feels it is time for him to step aside. 

“I feel I have achieved what I came 
here to do and after eight years the 
time has come for me to move on, 
to explore new opportunities, and 
allow a new chief executive to 
continue to drive the club forward,” 
he said. 

“I have made many friends and 
professional contacts, all of whom I 
value greatly. 

“I would like to thank my 
colleagues, players, members, 


board, club president, patrons and 
numerous others for the enjoyable 
opportunity I had working with you 
during my time here at Northants 
Cricket.” 

With new floodlights and seating 
being installed at Wantage Road, 
the county have been a regular host 
to touring international sides over 
the past few years. 

The England Lions, Under-19s and 
Women’s teams have also played 
matches there, and the Lions will do 
so again in 2012 with a four-day 
match against the West Indies. 


Northants chairman Martin 
Lawrence thanked Tagg for his 
efforts and is looking for his 
replacement to continue with the 
progress made in recent seasons. 

He said: “In the rapidly changing 
world of professional sport it is vital 
for the club to continue to move 
forward and develop. 

“Thanks to the good work over the 
last eight years we have many 
opportunities both on and off the 
field and the new chief executive 
will be appointed in the next few 
months to develop these.” 


GARY Johnson admitted his Northampton 
Town side were simply not good enough 
on the day after their 1-0 defeat to 
Crawley Town, and he is looking for an 
improvement ahead of tomorrow night’s 
game. 

The Cobblers travel to Port Vale on 
Friday evening aiming to narrow the five 
point gap between themselves and the 
League Two play-off places after suffering 
only their second defeat in the last seven 
league games. 

Vale are knocking on the door of the 
play-off places themselves, while a win for 
the visitors at Vale Park would take them 
to within two points of seventh placed 
Cheltenham, at least until Saturday’s 
games have been completed. 

Johnson insisted he and the squad would 
be working hard during training this week 
to ensure they replicate the performances 
from previous weeks and show that 
Saturday’s loss was merely a blip. 

He said: “We would have liked to have 
entertained and as a manager you set 
them out to do that. If you talk to any of 
the lads we wanted to play well, but it 
wasn’t there. 

“Unfortunately that’s football - 
sometimes it doesn’t happen and it means 
you’ve got to work doubly hard to bring 
the flair players out of their shells. 

“We’ve got two away games coming up 
and it just means that you’ve got to do 
well in both of those.” 

On Saturday, a single strike from 
Crawley top scorer Matt Tubbs after 23 
minutes proved to be the difference 
between the sides at Sixfields, although 
Michael Jacobs did see a second half 
effort come back off the frame of the 
goal. 

Johnson, though, offered no excuses 
afterwards. “The team that scores the 
most goals wins and they got their one, 
and it was a mistake from us,” he said, 
adding: “We didn’t play well, there’s no 
doubt about that. Our flair players didn’t 
turn up so that’s disappointing with the 
nature of the game, and we didn’t create 
enough chances to have got a goal or two. 
We hit the crossbar once and I can’t 
remember too many other opportunities, 
so that’s disappointing when you look like 
you haven’t done enough to win the game. 

“Then if you lose the game you can say, 
‘we were unlucky’, but we weren’t 
because we didn’t do enough.” 

The defeat also means Northampton 
have just one League Two home victory to 
their name during the current campaign, 
and while Johnson is keen to change that, 
he is not overly concerned about that at 
present. 

He said: “It might end up being a bit 
worrying, but we won our last home game 
and our last away game which is 
important for confidence. They came out 
and because they were in credit at home 
and away they should have come out and 
performed, and they didn’t. Our two centre 
halves had to work very hard. I’m not sure 
how hard their centre halves had to work; 
we didn’t do enough to pull them around 
and make them concentrate. But they did 
it with us and we cracked in the first 20 
minutes. It was a poor clearance straight 
to their prolific striker, which is the last 
person you want with the ball at his feet 
six or seven yards out.” 


Lamb looking to ‘step on’ in 
cup after Saints’ return to form

RYAN Lamb is aiming for Northampton Saints to re-gather 
some momentum during the LV= Cup starting with a victory 
over Saracens at Franklin’s Gardens on Saturday. 

The fly half was named man-of-the-match in last weekend’s 
Aviva Premiership victory over Exeter Chiefs where he helped 
Northampton to a 33-3 triumph, kicking 16 points in the process. 

The league now takes a two-week break for the first pool 
matches of this season’s Anglo-Welsh competition, and Lamb be¬ 
lieves good showings against Saracens and next week’s oppo¬ 
nents Ospreys can set them up well for what lies ahead. 

“I think momentum is everything and this LV= game is going to 
give us a chance to step on from what we have produced here,” he 
said. “We know one game doesn’t change a season, but it’s great 
to get our feet back on the winning ladder. If we can carry on in 
that kind of vein I’m sure it will put us in good stead for the Pre¬ 
miership. It was great to get the win. There was a bit of pressure 
on us, but I think the forwards stepped up and we were fantastic.” 

Northampton would no doubt love to make an early statement 
against Sarries as they did in the win over Exeter, with James 
Downey going over for a second minute try that sent them on 
their way to victory. 

Lamb said: “We talked about in the week about that when we 
get the tempo of the game up. Maybe a couple of times when we 
got hit on the gain line we thought about kicking, but we’ve got 
those kinds of players. We know that if we throw the ball around 
we can create things and that’s what we did. It was just fantastic 
that we picked off a few holes and put Jimmy in at the corner.” 

Saints led 20-3 at the interval and the second half proved a 
much closer fought affair, leading director of rugby Jim Mallinder 
to heap praise on his team’s defence afterwards. 

Lamb was also quick to point out the contribution of the pack 
in the victory, as well as hailing the defensive work done by cen¬ 
tre combination Downey and Jon Clarke. 

He said: “That’s what we pride ourselves on because defence 
wins you games and attack, by how much. We spoke in the week 
about massive defence and line speed coming off the line. 

“I think we’ve let teams come at us a bit too much and the for¬ 
wards stepped up again, and Jimmy and Clarkey in the centre 
were absolutely fantastic. 

“We got off the line quickly, put them down and it makes the job 
easy for everyone else. 

“It’s good to get back at Lranklin’s Gardens with an unbelievable 
atmosphere and get the win.”

WITH its ridiculously convoluted 
format and perennial absence of big 
name stars, it is little wonder that 
the LV= Cup has become something 
that many outside observers have 
scant regard for, writes Marc 
Bazeley 

Once upon a time the only national 
prize available to clubs in England 
was the old knock-out RFU Club 
Championship which went through a 
myriad of different sponsors before 
being rebranded as the Anglo-Welsh 


Cup in 2005. It has gone some way 
to rekindling the memorable cross- 
border clashes of the amateur era, 
but has now come to be regarded as 
little more than a development 
competition. 

The nonsensical idea of teams 
playing other teams in a different 
group to them has also done little 
for the cup’s credibility. 

So despite being in the same pool 
as Exeter Chiefs, Newport Gwent- 
Dragons and Worcester Warriors, 
Northampton Saints will actually 
play Bath, the Opsreys and 


Saracens. It all kicks off on Saturday 
at Franklin’s Gardens when the 
Saints host bitter rivals Sarries, yet 
director of rugby Jim Mallinder will 
certainly not be treating the 
competition his side won in 2010 
with any disdain. 

“We want to win all of the time,” he 
said. “We’ve had a bad start to the 
season, but there are lots of players 
in there that want to keep playing. 

“With players coming back and 
some youngsters who want games 
it is ideal for us. 

“We won’t be slacking up, we might 


be giving a couple of players a little 
week or so off, but training-wise we 
will still be full on and we want to 
keep the momentum going.” 

Mallinder will have Vasily 
Artemyev, George Pisi and Soane 
Tonga’uiha available for selection 
after they returned from World Cup 
duty with their respective nations in 
the last week. 

However, none of his five England 
players are likely to feature at least 
until the Aviva Premiership resumes 
following their exit at the hands of 
France in Saturday’s quarter final. 
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Reeve left to rue a cut to the eye 
that ended his Prizefighter dream

A BATTERED and bloodied Nathan Reeve put 
up a brave fight, but fell at the first hurdle to 
hometown hero Mike Robinson in the Prize¬ 
fighter super flyweights tournament at the 
Liverpool Olympia on last night. 

It was the first defeat of his professional career 
for the former Far Cotton Boys amateur, who 
came to the contest having won all four of his 
previous bouts. But a cut caused by an acciden¬ 
tal clash of heads affected his vision for much of 
the contest, and Reeve was left to rue what might 
have been in the dressing room afterwards. 

He said: “It was a tough fight. I knew going into 
it that it was going to be a war because that’s the 
sort of fighter that Mike Robinson is.

It was a close fight, but after the cut I wouldn’t 
have been able to box on anyway and they would 
have had to bring in one of the reserves.” 

Reeve was drawn to face Robinson in the 


night’s second quarter final, with a semi against 
former Commonwealth champion Don 
Broadhurst awaiting the victor, following his 
dominant points decision over Usman Ahmed in 
the opening contest of the evening. 

Robinson was by far the 21-year-old’s toughest 
opponent to date, having lost just two of his nine 
paid contests and having gone the distance with 
former British champion Ashley Sexton in his 
previous two bouts. 

The contest turned into a street fight right from 
the opening bell and with the pair going toe-to- 
toe on the inside, a clash of heads opened up the 
huge cut beside Reeve’s eye that would go on to 
hamper him. 

Both boxers were able to land telling punches 
of their own as they each left themselves open to 
the counter. Reeve was content to stick behind 
the jab and try to work the openings, while 
Robinson, roared on by some vocal home sup¬ 
port, was throwing some good left-right combi¬ 
nations. The cut was causing a problem for the 
Northampton man and in the second round it 
appeared as if referee Marcus McDonnell was 
considering calling a halt to proceedings when 
he had to have it worked on at the midway point. 


He did not though and, no doubt keen to show 
he was more than capable of carrying on, Reeve 
unloaded a volley of punches with his opponent 
backed up on the ropes. 

Robinson even went down at one point after a 
body shot, but it was ruled out due to Reeve lean¬ 
ing too heavily on him. Yet it was Robinson that 
came on stronger towards the end of the round, 
with some wicked hooks to the head and body. 

The third round continued in much the same 
vein as the rest of the bout, with both boxers 
winging in punches from all angles. Many ring¬ 
side observers were split in who they thought 
should get the nod, but the judges were united 
in their opinion with the Scouser getting the 
unanimous verdict. 

Although disappointed to lose his unbeaten 
record, Reeve was staying positive. 

“I’m not disheartened by it and it’s a great ex¬ 
perience,” he said, adding: “I’m glad that Match- 
room and Sky Sports gave me the opportunity to 
be in this, give me some exposure and it has got 
a lot of people in Northampton interested in 
boxing. Now I’ve shown everyone what I can do, 
I’ll can get straight back in the gym and hopefully 
box in my home town in November.”

BOXING legend Nigel Benn paid a visit to Far 
Cotton Boys ABC on Friday to meet the 
club’s boxers and pass on advice to the next 
generation.

Di Resta ready to take step into unknown in final four rounds of the season 



FORMULA ONE 

THE 2011 Formula One season has 
been a big learning experience for Paul 
di Resta, but the Force India rookie is 
having to learn quicker than ever in the 
final rounds of the year as he comes 
across a host of unfamiliar circuits. 

Sunday’s Japanese Grand Prix at 
Suzuka, where di Resta came home 
12th after running in the top ten early 
in the race, was one of those he had 
never raced before and the same goes 
for the final four rounds of the season. 

With the team heading straight from 
Japan to South Korea for this Sunday’s 
race, the British driver has had little 
time to familiarise himself with the 
layout of the Yeongam circuit. 


“I’ve not raced at any of the 
remaining tracks on the calendar,” said 
di Resta [pictured left] “I did the young 
driver test at Abu Dhabi last year, but 
the rest are unknown to me. 

“I’ve visited all these places and 
walked the tracks last year, but there’s 
only so much you learn from that. 

“Plus, for Korea I’ve only done half a 
day in the simulator so there’s lots for 
me to get to grips with. 

“It’s another technical lap with some 
quite distinctive sectors and different 
characteristics. 

“There are some slower, more 
technical parts to the lap in the first 
sector, which should play to our 
strengths, while the second and third 
sectors are high-speed and have a 


nice flow. Also, Pirelli are bringing the 
soft and super soft tyres, which is a 
combination that tends to work quite 
well for us.” 

Team-mate Adrian Sutil took part in 
the inaugural Korean Grand Prix last 
year, retiring on the 4Gth lap following 
a collision with Sauber’s Kamui 
Kobayashi. 

“It was a very wet weekend for all of 
us but the track was very nice,” he 
recalls. 

“When we arrived it still needed 
some work doing with some kerbs 
missing, but the general layout was 
nice with a good flow. 

“It may have changed a bit this year 
because nearly all tracks develop 
bumps in the braking zones - that’s 


just what happens when you have 
Formula One cars running because of 
the forces involved.” 

He finished 11th for the Silverstone- 
based team in Japan on Sunday and is 
now looking for points finishes in the 
remaining races to help Force India 
push for fifth place in the 
Constructors’ Championship. 

Sutil said: “Personally, I feel I’ve been 
very consistent this year. I’ve not made 
many mistakes and I’m pleased with 
the results we’ve achieved as a team. 

“This year it’s the opposite of last 
year because we are getting stronger 
at the end of the year. 

“That’s why these last few races are 
so important and we have to get the 
most from them.”

NATHAN Reeve’s Prizefighter ended at the first 
hurdle last night after a unfortunate cut to the 
right eye saw him hampered in his quarter final, 
losing on points to Mike Robinson in the super 
flyweight edition of the knock-out tournament.

ADEBAYO Akinfenwa has been ruled out of 
Northampton Town’s trip to Port Vale tomor¬ 
row night after it was confirmed he suffered a 
fractured jaw in last weekend’s defeat at 
home to Crawley Town. 

The striker has been one of the club’s stand¬ 
out performers since returning to Sixfields 
after spending last season at Gillingham, and 
currendy leads the way in the scoring charts 
for the Cobblers with five. 

Akinfenwa has also set up several goals for 
his team-mates, although manager Gary 
Johnson remains optimistic that the imposing 
front man will not be missing for long. 

He said: “Obviously it’s disappointing but 
hopefully he will only be out for a couple of 
weeks. Originally we thought he was going to 
be out for around six weeks, so the news is a 
bit better than we first feared. It’s not ideal but 
we just have to deal with it and it gives some¬ 
one else the chance to come in. We have been 
looking at several options and we will do what 
we feel is best for the club and the team, start¬ 
ing at Port Vale on Friday night.” 

Akinfenwa did manage to complete the full 
90 minutes in the 1-0 loss against Crawley, and 
it was only afterwards that the extent of his in¬ 
jury was discovered. 

Johnson will also be hopeful that creative 
midfielder Arron Davies will be fit again soon 
after he was forced to miss that game due to a 
recurrence of what appears to be some nerve 
damage that causes him problems with his leg 
muscles. 

The Northampton boss said: “It’s attributed 
to his back. It’s a calf and hamstring injury so 
it’s the nerve that goes right down his leg. One 
minute he’s fine and the next minute it catches 
and causes him a problem. We’re getting an ex¬ 
pert to look at it and they’re worldng on it.”
